He  laid  that  West  German 
Protestants  were  ronvinped  that

wRen  he  talked  a  - mob  out  of 
hauling  him  away  to  jail.  Koontz 
is  a  Baptist  evangelist  who  has 
been  persecuted  regularly  for 
hla  religious  beliefs. 

Koontz  had  arranged  a  meet¬ 
ing  near  here,  but  before  he  had 
begun  bis  message  a  gang  seized 
hhn,  declaring  that  they  were 
taking  him  off  to  prison.  Any¬ 
one  who  preaches  in  Viriginia 
without  approval  of  the  state 
church  Is  subject  to  arrest  for 
"disorderly  conduct”  Sr  “dis¬ 
turbing  the  peace.” 

"Take  heed  what  you  do,” 
Koontz  warned  his  captors  as 
they  took  him  away,”  "If  I  am 
a  man  of  God,  theh  you'  fight 
against  God.”  _ , 

The  Baptist  preacher's  ser¬ 
mon  brought  conviction.  Those 
of  the  mob  who  had  heard 
Koontz's  powerful  sermons  had 
no  doubt  that  he  was  a  man  of 
God.  At  any  rate,  one  by  one 
the  gang  desisted  until  their 
captive  was  free  to  go  his  way 
and  preaeh  again. 

Koontz  has  not  always  been 
so  fortunate.  A  gang  ^attempted 
to  break  up  another  Baptist  ser¬ 
vice  Conducted  by  the  evangel¬ 
ist  near  Smith’s  creek.  When 
the  congregation  insisted  that 
Koontz  be  allowed  to  preach, 
the  mob  withdrew  aftei^warn- 
ing  that  if  he  ever  came  back 
he  would  regret  it. 

Koontz  ignored  the  threat  and 
returned  soon  afterward  for  an¬ 
other  service.  A  thug  hired  by 
the  mob  attacked  the  preacher 
with  a  large  cane,  demanding 
that  he  promise  never  to  return. 
When  Koontz  refused,  his  as¬ 
sailant  beat  him  almost  sense¬ 
less. 

Koontz  did  escape  one  thrash¬ 
ing  intended  for  him,  however. 
A  ruffian  hired  to  beat  him  en- ! 
tered  a  house  occupied  by  the 
preacher  arid  one  of  his  con¬ 
verts.  Before  he  could  bA  per¬ 
suaded  that  he  was  attacking 
the  wrong  man.  the  intruder 
had  severely  beaten  the  con-! 
vert

The  same  e^imate  produced 
by  the  Church  Architecture  Sur¬ 
vey  indicates  ttat  approximate¬ 
ly  20  percent  of  our  churches 
have  from  two  to  nine  rooms 
each.  It  seems  entirely  probable 
that  the  vast  aumber  of  these 
have  two  to  foor  or  five  rooms, 
and  they  surelj  are  also  inade¬ 
quate  for  a  modern  educational 
program. 

This  leads  me  to  say  that  if 
you  want  to  itrengthen  your  i 
church,  you  must  have  an  ade-j 
quate  building,  providing  a  pri¬ 
vate  place  for  the  classes  to 
study  the  Word  of  God.  A  sep- 
arAte  room  is  needed  by  each 
Training  Uni<*  unit.  There  are 
few  churches  that  cannot  pro¬ 
vide  adequately  in  this  regard 
[  once  they  get  i  conviction  they 
really  need  it. 

In  JRlpUsms 

The  ratio  of  kapUsmi  to  mem¬ 
bership  also  hdicates  that  in 
rural  areas  we  are  not  baptiz¬ 
ing  in  pri^rtion  to  our  mem- 
bershyt.  For  eiample,  the  Hand¬ 
book  reports  that  open  coun¬ 
try  churches  ia  1956  reported 
one  baptism  t«  every  27.3'mem- 
bers.  Village*  ieported  one  bap- 
ism  to  every  a  members.  Town 
churches  reported  one  baptism 
I  to  each  23  numbers,  and  city 
churches  reported  one  baptism 
to  each  20.T  members.

Many  olour  small  town 
and  open  couory  areas  are  well 
evangelized  aid  there  are  very 
few  people  tin  who  do  not 
claim  membetAip  in  some  chur¬ 
ches,  whereas  a  the  cities  there 
are  multitudci  available  to  ev¬ 
ery  church  ai  u  evangeiislie 
opportunity.

The  chain  i*  no  stronger  than 
its  weakest  .link.  Perhaps  a 
church  is  no  stronger  than  the 
weakest'  point  of  its  program. 

It  is  difficult  to  discuss  the 
needs  and  problems  of  rural 
churches  without  appearing  to 
be  critical.  Perhaps  I  do  so 
only  with  the  hope  of  strength¬ 
ening  those  weak  points  and 
thus  making  better  churches. 
In  Mission  Giving 
In  certain  areas,  rural  people 
do  not  have  an  income  at  all 
comparable  to  that  of  urban 
people.  However,  in  other  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  rural  people  are 
making  just  about  as  much 
money  as  anyone  else.  The  low¬ 
er  income  undoubtedly ,  affects 
the  following  statistics  and  yet 
not  to  the  degree  with  which 
these  figures  demonstrate.  For 
example,  the  open  country  chur¬ 
ches  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  according  to  statis¬ 
tics  for  1956  reported  in  the 
Handbook, 


Southern 
have  26.5  percent  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  entire  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention,  but  give  only  j 
14.8  percent  of  the  mission  gifts.! 
The  churches  in '  our  villages] 
constitute  8.5  percent  of  the  ] 
members  of  the  Convention,  but 
give  only  6.1  percent  of  the  mis¬ 
sion  gifts.  The  churches  in 
towns  constitute  13  percent  of 
our  members,  but  give  only  12.5 
percent  of  our  mission  gifts. 
Now  contrast  all  this  with  the 
figures  for  city  churches.  The 
city  churches  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Coiivention  have  51.7 
percent  of  the  membership  of 
the  Convention,  but  they  give 
66.4  percent  of  our  total  mission 
gifts.  It  can  be  readily  seen  from 
these  figures  that  rural  church¬ 
es  are  not  giving  in  proportion 
to  their  numerical  strength  in 
the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion.  The  higher  over-head  of 
small  churches  may  account  for 
some  of  this,  but  we  cannot  be¬ 
lieve  it  accounts  for  the  total 
picture. 

Fer  Capita  Giving 
In  order  to  break  this  down 
on  an  Individual  basis,  look  for 
example  at  the  statistics  regard¬ 
ing  per  capita  giving  to  ail  mis¬ 
sion  causes  for  1056.  People  who 
are  members  of  opr  open  coun¬ 
try  churrhes  gave  $2.01  each  to 
all  mission  causes  last  year.

We  doubt  that  the  difference 
in  economic  income  and  the  dif¬ 
ference  in  the  overhead  of  op¬ 
eration  of  the  chdrch  can  pos¬ 
sibly  explain  the  wide  diverg¬ 
ence  between  $2.01  for  open 
country  Baptists  and  $10.44  W 
urban  Baptists. 

It  seems  we  have  a  weak  point 
in  our  development  of  rural 
churches  as  regards  our  mis¬ 
sionary  eonvlctiona.  This  Inevit¬ 
ably  must  go  back  to  a  lack  of 
training  and  stewardship  and  a 
comparable  tack  of  presenUtion 
of  missionary  needs.  This  to  the 
responsibility  of  the  pastors  of 
rural  churches  and  of  the  lead- 
•ri  of  those  churches.  If  we  are 
to  strengthen  wr  weak  points, 
we  mtut  do  more  stewardship 
training  of  the  members  of  our 
churches,  and  we  must  challenge 
rural  churches  to  make  a  more 
sacrificial  effort  in  contributing 
to  the  loUI  spread  of  the  Gospel 
around  the  world. 

This  very  likely  also  indicates 
that  w#  have  not  enltoted  and 
trained  the  men  of  our  rural 
congregations.  Perhaps  wa  have 
depended  too  much  upon  the 
women  and  young  people  to  op¬ 
erate  rural  churches  and  have 
not  a^ukteiy  enltoted  the  men  i 
of  the  community  to  take  a  full 
responsibility  )n  the  direction  of 
the  affairs  of  the  church.
